Seyeral Boats Were Sunk and Many 
Buildings Wrecked.

riTTsni ROH, Aug-. 50— At 10 o'clock 
Sunday night a tornado broke over 
the city that carried death ami destruc- 
tion In ita track, Houaes wore un- 
roofed, treen torn from their roota and 
pedestrians tossed about, nil the time 
being drenched and nearly drowned 
by the tremendous rainfall, lioth cit- 
ies were in a perfect uproar of excite- 

The first blast of wind came directly 
np tho river, swept through the west 
end and Lower Allegheny and pounced 
ao suddenly upon the two cit es that 
no one outside could tnke B step ot 
preparation and could only seek safety 
in flight. Conductor Adam-, on the 
Second avenue traction line. was killed. 
The storm had broken a feed wire and 
it was hanjrintr down. Allium tried to 
remove the obstruct ion and was elec- 
trocuted. 

A report re;iclied the hcalriuarters 
of the river men that the excursion 
steamer Carrie It. wus capsized in the 
Ohio river and sunk with four hun- 
dred excursionists aboard The boal 
waa afterward found down the river. 
The towboats Lud Reefer. Joan Cook, 
Onward, Tillle and Little Kill and the 
barge Decotah were wrecked. The 
Keefer and Decotah were sunk. 
Keefer was overturned and Minnie 
Linbaugh. a chambermaid, was drown- 
ed. 

The new building being erected bj 
Henderson, .lohnson \ Co, of tin 
Pittsburgh A Cincinnati Packet Co.. 
waa blown down. It tort down the 
wires of the Pittsburgh A llirtninphsnj 
Traction Co. The greatest tiimni-iai 
loan wasdonetothe Urge machine shot, 
of James KeesitandMons.nl Dttqoesno, 
Wade and Fourth streets. Aboul ball 
of the iron roof waa blown off.

wreckage render it remarkable that 
there were so few fatalities. The hijjh 
wind and heavy rain wore Seooflapan- 
ied by hail. During the storm there 
was much sharp light ning but no dam- 
age re-ulted from this catise. 

Near Bedford avenue a new unoccu- 
pied brick house collapsed, a portion 
of the walls fell upon a frame dwelling 
occupied by Mrs. Daly and one child 
and by Mr* Prjror and three children 
Two of the Pryor family ami Mrm Duly 
and her child were buried in the de- 
bris.
